THE BREAKFAST OF CHAMPIONS 



Many people think that Mexi¬ 
can food is no more than the 
'‘entrees” served by Taco Bell. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Many foods, such as the 
tomato, turkey, sweet potato, ava- 
cado, eggplant, vanilla and choco¬ 
late, were used in Mexico long 
before they ever reached Europe. 

Mexican cuisine is not only 
colorful and langy, but immensely 
varied. Yet for some strange rea¬ 
son many Anglos seem to think 
of it as a bowl of chiil con carne 
(not really Mexican at all) and 
one big tortilla. In reality, Mexi¬ 
can cooking mingles an ancient 
and developed Indian culinary 
tradition, that of the Aztecs, with 
one of Europe’s finest cuisines, 
that of Spain. 

In this issue of El Excéntrico, 
other than Menudo, enjoyed by 
one of the most popular of Mexi¬ 
can stews will be featured. None 
many after an evening of too 
much celebration. This stew has 
been named Menudo because of 
its main ingredient: Estomago de 
Res; as most of us know, it’s better 
than it sounds. 

This issue’s featured cocinera is 
11 Theresa Serrano, and with good 


reason. Theresa is well known for 
her incredible skills in the kitchen. 
And of course, one of her special¬ 
ties is Menudo. 

“I’m flattered by the request 
for one of my recipes, for as you 
know, most women take pride in 
their cooking. And why shouldn’t 
they? Good cooking is an art. Es¬ 
pecially good Mexican cooking. 



I’ve been asked to tell a little 
about myself, and so I shall do so. 
Modestly, of course. I was bom 
and raised in Hanford, California 
and as a girl, I was taught to cook 
by my mother. Coming from a 
family of seven sisters and one 
brother, it was important that we 
all helped in the kitchen. 

Later in my life, my husband’s 
mother passed on to me a few 
more secrets about cooking which 
have not gone unappreciated by 
my family. My family consists of 
my husband Pete, two daughters, 
two sons, and two sons-in-law, 
who gave us four beautiful grand¬ 
children. 









As for my own personal cook¬ 
ing secrets, well, I like to add that 
extra ingredient that you’re not 
always quite sure of. Because that 
could possibly be the touch of 
magic that distinguishes your 
meal. So I recommend that you 
experiment, what have you got to 
lose? 

And so here is a simple, but 
tasty recipe for Menudo. 

INGREDIENTS: 

13 lbs. Honey Comb Tripe 
5 pkgs. pig’s feet 
Three-fourths cup of Nuevo 
Mexico Powdered Chili 
Three-fourths cup of Spiced 
powdered Chili 

1 tablespoon Gebhardt’s Eagle 
Chili Powder 
1 tablespoon of Oregano 
1 tablespoon of Italian Seasoning 
1 teaspoon of Comino 
1 teaspoon of Pepper 
1 Bayleaf 

1 Clove 

2 medium size onions 
5 cloves of garlic 

2 to 3 cans of Hominy. 

DIRECTIONS: 

First start by boiling pig’s feet; 
boil until tender. In a separate 
pot, boil the tripe in 6 to 8 quarts 


of water in a 10 quart pot for 
approximately 2 and one-half 
hours. Next mix the following in¬ 
gredients in a blender: Oregano, 
Italian Seasoning, Comino, Pep¬ 
per, Onions, Garlic and 3 cups of 
water. Blend into liquid and add 
to tripe while still boiling. Now 
add the four types of chili, along 
with the cloves and bayleaf to the 
tripe. Boil for 10 more minutes. 
It is now time to add the hominy 
and the pig’s feet. Add salt to 
taste. Allow this total mixture to 
boil 15 or 20 minués longér and 
you have Menudo. Garnish with 
lemon slices, dry oregano, and 
.chopped onion, all of course to 
your taste. Add a dozen or so of 
corn or flour tortillas and you 
have a meal fit for a Mexican! 
Ajua! ■

How many of us ever analyize 
what goes into a recording com¬ 
pany. As listeners we hear the 
artists, but rarely see behind the 
scenes. In dealing with recording 
companies, we have seen who does 
and receives less credit. As an 
insight of Latin recording com¬ 
panies, I will run down a few peo¬ 
ple who have made my expe¬ 
riences heav yones. To start with¬ 
out naming Rico Records Trom- 
pitista/Leftwing/ Promoter and 
Mr. Latin Soul 67, Tony Pabon, 
as my best New York partner 
would be a salsa sin. Tony han¬ 
dles promotion for the Rico Family 
of Labels (Rico-Solo-Nelize-Egc) 
Mr. Fango hasn’t been just a pro¬ 
moter but, an example of Latin 
Brotherhood. Those of you who 
remember a song called BAN¬ 
DERA, a few years ago, it was 
done by T ony Pabon y La Pro¬ 
testa. To talk to Rico Records is 
to talk of Ralfi Cartegana, Presi¬ 
dent and leader of the Rico assault 


on Latin music. What makes Ralfi 
so special is his attitude towards 
music^his outlook is for the ad¬ 
vancement of the Latin Culture. 
Movin’ on I will get to the Ma- 
succi-Pacheco dynasty (also 
known as Fania Records), Fania 
is to salsa what Columbia Records 
is to rock. Fania’s resident genius 



is Jerry Masucci, President of the 
company. Number two man, is the 
legendary Domician flute player, 
Johnny Pacheco. Fania’s national 
promotion is one of the strongest 
among Latin companies. Pleaded 
by Alex Masucci, who created 
much of the promotional activ¬ 
ities, and the production of two 
albums for Bobby Rodriquez. 
(Lead Me to the Beautiful Band 
and Live at Woodstock). Knowing 
Alex, there isn’t much more I 
can write and stay out of jail ex¬ 
cept that, Alex puts up with this 
DJ and is always ready with a 
helping hand. TR Records has 
taken great strides towards be¬ 
coming a major factor in Latin 
Recording. The man who took 
over, after the death of the 
founder, Tito Rodriquez, is Tito’s 
son-in-law, Phil De Carlo, another 18 















man who can give and not expect 
to receive. Another friendly face 
at TR is Cindy Rodriquez (De 
Carlo), who gave me background 
on her father (Tito) that I never 
knew. The Coco Records group is 
headed by former Fania vibes 
man, Havery Averne who helped 
product the greatest Salsa album, 
The Sun of Latin Music, this al¬ 
bum is the height of Salsa. Averne 
and Eddie Palmieri out did the 
world with that recording. I can’t 
mention Coco without writing 
about Ogla Villarreal, you have 
to see her to believe her . . . (mu¬ 
chos besos). Turning to Chicago 


I have to mention Carlos Ruis, an¬ 
other promoter for the Latin Cul¬ 
ture. Special orales for Jr. Gon¬ 
zales (Harlow’s singer), Pablo 
Guzman (former Young Lord and 
good friend), Stevie Monge 
(Guiter Rarrio Band Ismael Ri¬ 
vera), Ralph Lew (Fania Records) 
and the unnamed Cuban girl who 
showed me some steps.

What do volunteers do at Santa 
Clara Valley Medical Center? 

Volunteers at Valley Medical 
Center perform a variety of duties. 
The gift shop is a good example. 
The shop is entirely managed by 
volunteers and staffed with volun¬ 
teers who like sales and contact 
with people.
